Gravity Drainage District No. 4 of Tangipahoa Parish is a drainage district created by the Tangipahoa Parish 
Council for the purpose of opening and maintaining all natural drains in the distdct where drainage is accomplished 
using the natural force of gravity. 

Management's discussion and analysis (MD&A) is a required element of the new reporting model adopted by the 
Government Accounting Standard's Board (GASB) in its statement number 34. The purpose of the MD&A is to 
provide an overview of the f~nancial activities of the district based on currently known facts, decisions, or conditions. 

The financial statem ents included in this report provide insight into the financial status for the year. Based upon 
the operations of 2003, the distdct's net assets increased by $15,957 and resulted in ending net assets of $189,108 
or a increase of 9 percent. 

Total spending for the governmental activity was $103,817 for the year, which was $15,957 less than the taxes and 
other revenues received for this activity. 

This report consists of three parts: Management's Discussion and Analysis (this section), the basic financial 
statements, and required budgeta ry comparison inform ation. The basic financial statements include two kinds of 
statements that present different views of the district: 

~ Govern ment-W ide Financial Statements 
~ Fund Financial Statem ents 

The annual financial re port of the distdct includes tw o govern ment-wide financial statements. These statements 
provide information about the district using accounting methods similar to those used by private sector companies. 
These statements offer short and long-term financial information about its activities. The two government-wide 
financial sta tem ents are  as follows: 

The Statement of Net Assets pre sents information on all of the district's assets and liabilities, with the difference  
betw een the tw o re ported as net assets. Over time, increases and decreases in net assets may serve as a useful 
indicator of whether the financial position of the district is improving or deteriora ting. 

The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the district's net assets changed during the fiscal 
year. All changes in net assets are reported as soon as the underlying event giving dse to the change occurs, 
regardless of the tim ing ofthe related cash flows. The purpose of the Statement of Activities is to demonstrate the 
financial reliance of the governmental type activities or functions of the district on revenues provided by the 
taxpayers.

The district's net assets increased by $15,957 during the current fiscal year, pdmarily due to the April 5, 2003, 
election where voters approved the renewal of a 2 mills, five year tax and a 3 mills ten year ad valorem tax. The 
m illage increased from 4.32 m ills to 5.0 m ills. 

As noted earlier, the district uses two governmental fund types, the General Fund and Capital Projects Fund, to 
ensure and demonstrate com pliance with finance -related legal requirements. 

General Fund: 

The focus of the district's general fund is to provide information on near-term inflows, outflows, and balances of 
spendable resources. Such inform ation is useful in assessing the district's financing requirements. In particular, 
unreserved fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a govern ment's net resources available for spending 
at the end of the fiscal year. 

As of the end of the current fiscal year, the district's general fund reported an ending fund balance of $100,870, an 
increase of $12,847 in compadson with the pdor year. All of this amount constitutes unreserved fund balance. 
which is available for spending at the district's discretion. 

Capital Projects Fund: 

The focus of the district's capital projects fund is to acco unt for financial resources received and used for the 
acquisition, construction, or improvement of capital facilifies not reported in the general fund. 

As of the end of the current fiscal year, the district's capital projects fund reported an ending fund balance of 
$88,238, an increase of $3,110 in comparison with the prior year. All of this amount constitutes unreserved fund 
balance, which is available for spending at the district's discretion. 

The total governmental fund balance s (general and capital projects funds) of $189,108 at December 31,2003, 
increased $15,957 dudng 2003. The key factor contributing to this increase was an increase in the millage rate 
from 4.32 mills to 5.00 mills for 2003 which resulted in $19,458 additional tax revenue.

The district demonstrated legal compliance by adopting its budget in accordance with provisions of the Local 
Government Budget Act. As required by state law, actual revenues and other sources were within 5% of budgeted 
revenues and other sources. However, actual expenditures exceeded budgeted expenditures by 7.27% . During 
the year, $7,000 was transferred from the Capital Projects Fund to the General Fund. The district failed to amend 
the budget to include the $7,000 in the canal maintenance category. The money was transferred because of 
expenditures that were incurred as a result of tropical storm s. 

For the general fund, actual revenues and other sources exceeded the final budgeted amounts by $18,998. Actual 
expenditures were over the final budgeted amounts by $6,151. The district amended its budget three times for 
2003. 

At December 31,2003, the district's capital assets were $2,344 reduced by accumulated deprectiation of $2,344 
resulting in net capital assets of zero. More detailed information about the district's capital assets is presented in 
Note 6 of the financiat statements. 

DEBT 

The Dra inage District has no debt. 

The two ad valorem tax millages received by the district ( 2 mills and 3 mills) do not expire until 2007and 2012, 
respectively. Therefore, the district's 2004 revenues should remain basically identica l to 2003, 

The district's 2004 budget reflects an overa ll increase in expenditures. Planned expenditures for canal 
m aintenance reflect a modest increase to cover the cost of labor. More  work to drainage systems is expected to 
be done in 2004. Election expense has no amount budgeted beca use an election will not be taking place in 2004. 
Insurance expense increased to reflect the rising cost of worker's com pensation insura nce. 

This financial report is designed to provide a genera l overview of the district's finances. Questions about this report 
or requests for additional inform ation may be sent to Salvador Genusa, Chairman of the Board of Commissioners, 
Gravity Drainage Distdct No. 4, 9040 Hwy 441, Amite, Louisiana 70422.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEM ENTS 
As of and for the Year Ended December 31, 2003 

Gravity Drainage District No. 4 of Tangipahoa Parish (Drainage District), Amite, Louisiana, was created 
September 16, 1947, under the authority of Louisiana Revised Statutes 38:1751-1802. It was established for the 
purpose of opening and maintaining all natural dra ins in the district where dra inage is accomplished using the 
natural force of gravity. This may be accomplished by cutting and opening new drains, ditches, and canals. As 
provided by Louisiana Revised Statute 38:1758, the dra inage district is govern ed by five commissioners. These 
five commissioners are jointly referred to as the board of commissioners and are appointed by the Tangipahoa 
Parish Council. 

GASB Statement No. 14, The Reporting Entity, esta blished criteria for determ ining the govern menta l reporting 
entity and component units that should be included within the reporting entity. Under provisions of this Statement, 
the district is considered a component unit of the Tangipahoa Parish Council. The Tangipahoa Parish Council is 
financially accountable for the Dra inage District because it appoints the Dra inage District board members and has 
the ability to impose its will on them. As a component unit, the accompanying financial statements are included 
within the reporting of the primary govern ment, either blended into those financial statements or separately 
reported as discrete com ponent units. 

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

A. Govern ment-W ide and Fund Financial Statement.' 

The government-wide financial statements (i.e., the statement of net assets and the statement of 
activities and changes in net assets) report information on all of the nonfiduciary activities of the 
district. Govern mental activities, which normally are supported by taxes and intergovemmental 
revenues, are reported separately from business-type activities, which rely to a significa nt extent 
on fees and charges for support. The district's two funds, the general fund and capital projects 
fund, are classified as governmental type activities. 

Separate financial statements are provided for govern mental funds and proprietary funds. All 
individual governmental funds and individual enterprise funds are re ported as separate co lumns in 
the fund financial statements. The district has no proprietary funds.

The government-wide financial statements are reported using the economic resources 
measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recorded when earn ed and 
expenses are recorded when a liability is incurred, regardless of the timing of related cash flows. 
Property taxes are recognized as revenues in the year for which they are levied. Grants and similar 
items are recognized as revenue as soon as all eligibility requirements imposed by the provider 
have been met. 

Governmental fund financial statements are reported using the current financial resources 
measurement focus and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recognized as 
soon as they are both measura ble and available. Revenues are considered to be available when 
they are collectible within the current period or soon enough thereafter to pay liabilities of the current 
pedod. Expenditures generally are recorded when a liability is incurred, as under acc rual 
accounting. However, debt service expenditures, as well as expenditures related to compensated 
absences and claims and judgments, are recorded only when payment is due. 

Property taxes and intere st associated with the current fiscal period are all considered to be 
susceptible to accrual and so have been reco gnized as re venues of the current fiscal period. All 
other revenue item s are considered to be m easurable and availabts only when cash is received by 
the govem ment. 

The distdct reports the following govern mental funds: 

The General Fund is the entity's primary operating fund. It accounts for a 
of the entity, except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

The Capital Projects Fund acco unts for the financial resources received and used for the 
acquisition, construction, or improvement of capital facilities not reported in the other 
govern m ental funds. 

Pdvate-sector standards of accounting and financial reporting issued prior to Decem ber 1, 1989, 
generally are followed in both the govern ment-wide and proprietary fund financial statements to the 
extent that those standards do not co nflict with or contradict guidance of the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board. Govem menta also have the option of following subsequent private- 
sector guidance for their business-type activities and enterprise funds, subject to this same 
limitation. The distdct has no business-type activities or enterp rise funds. 

Amounts reported as program revenues, if any, include 1) charges to customers or applicants for 
goods, services, or pdvileges provided, 2) operating grants and contributions, and 3) capital grants 
and contributions, including special assessments. Internally dedicated resources are reported as 
genera l revenues rather than as program revenues. Likewise, general re venues include all ta xes. 

W hen both restricted and unrestricted resources are available for use, it is the entity's policy to use 
restricted resources first, then unrestricted resources as they are needed. 

Cash includes amounts in demand deposits and money market accounts. Amounts in time deposits 
and those investments with odginal maturities of 90 days or less are considered to be cash 
equivalents. Under state law, the district may deposit funds in demand deposits, interest-bearing 
demand deposits, money market accounts, or time deposits with state banks organized under 
Louisiana law and national banks having their principal offices in Louisiana.

D. Investments 

Under state law, the district may invest in certificates of deposit. These are classified as 
investments if their original maturities exceed 90 days. Investments are stated at fair value based 
on the sales price at December 31,2003. 

The district uses the purchase method for accounting for expendable supplies whereby 
expenditures are recognized when the items are purchased. The district did not record any 
inventory at December 31, 2003. 

The district did not re cord any prepaid items at December 31, 2003. 

H 

Capital assets are reported in the governmental activity column in the govern ment-wide financial 
statements. Capita l assets are capita lized at historical cost or estimated cost if historical cost is not 
available. Donated assets are re corded as ca pita l assets at their estimated fair market value at the 
date of donation. The district maintains a threshold level of $500 or more for capitalizing capital 
assets other than drainage systems. The threshold for capitalizing drainage systems is $10,000 or 
more for each dra inage system . 
The costs of normal maintenance and repairs that do not add to the value of the asset or mata dally 
extend asset lives are not capita lized. 

All capital assets, other than land, are depreciated using the straight-line method over the following 
useful lives: 

Drainage systems 
Canal maintenance equipment 
Furniture and fixture s 

The Drainage Distdct has no full-time em ployees; therefore , the district has no pension plan or 
vaca tion and sick leave policies. 

Fund Balances 

In the fund financial statements, govern mental funds report re servations of fund balance for 
amounts that are not available for appre pdation or are legally restricted by outside parties for use 
fora specific purpose. Designations of fund balance re present tentative management plans that 

are subject to change. 

Extraordinary items are transactions or events that are both unusual in nature and infrequent in 
occurrence. Special items are transactions or events with in the control of the district, which are 
either unusual in nature or infrequent in occurrence.

K. Estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in conform ity with accounting principles generally accepted 
in the United States of America require management to make estimates and assumptions thataffect 
the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at 
the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues, expenditures, and 
expenses dudng the re porting period. Actual re sults could differ from those estimates. 

2, BUDGETS 

The district uses the following budget practice: 

The distdct adopts a budget for the General Fund on the modified accrual basis each year. The budget for 
fiscal year ended Decem ber 31, 2003, was adopted on November 25, 2002. The budget is monitored and 
amended as needed by the board of commissioners. The budget was amended on June 30, 2003, 
September 29, 2003, and on October 27, 2003. Unexpended budget balances lapse at year-end.

Ad valorem taxes attach as an enforceable lien on property as of January 1 of each year. Taxes are levied 
by the Dra inage District dudng the year and actually billed to taxpayers and become due in Novem ber. 
Billed taxes become delinquent on December 31 of each year. Revenues from ad valorem taxes are 
budgeted in the year billed and re cognized as revenue when billed. The Tangipahoa Parish Sheriff bills and 
collects the property taxes using the assessed value determined by the Tax Assessor of Tangipahoa Parish. 
The taxes are generally collected in December of the curre nt year and January and February of the ensuing 
year. 

CASH AND CASH EQUIVALENTS/INVESTMENTS 

At December 31,2003, the Drainage Distdct had cash/investments (book balances) totaling $85,218, as 
follows:

These deposits are stated at cost, which approximates market. Under state law, these deposits (or the 
resulting bank balances) must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of securities owned 
by the fiscal agent bank. The market value of the pledged securities plus the federal deposit insura nce must 
at all times equal the amount on deposit with the fiscal agent. At December 31, 2003, the district had 
$85,218 in deposits (collected bank balances) that are fully secured from dsk by federal deposit insurance.

9. LITIGATION AND CLAIMS / RISK MANAGEMENT 

The Drainage District is exposed to various risks of losses related to torts; theft of, damage to, and 
destruction of assets; errors and omissions; injuries to employees; and natural disasters. The Drainage 
District attempts to m inim ize risk from significant losses through the purchase of workers compensation 
insurance (includes contract workers) and a surety bond on the secretary/treasurer. 

The Drainage District is involved in two separate litigations. 

Gravity Drainage v. Woodson, Inc. - The Drainage District alleges that a bridge belonging to the district 
was damaged when W oodson, Inc. was trim ming trees away from power lines for Entergy. The Drainage 
District is requesting that W oodson, Inc. pay for the entire cost to replace the bridge. 

Legal correspondence with Nick Congemi - The Drainage District alteges that Mr. Nick Congem i has 
closed a natural dra in that runs on his pre perty. The Dra inage Distdct requests that Mr. Congemi reopen 
the natural drain. 

10. RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS 

There were no related party tra nsactions.
